I am also enclosing the remarks of A1 
Fowler, the present Chairman of the Conference, that he gave before 
the first class on March 30th. 

My main reason in writing yoi* Jim, is that my brother, Mike, 
asked me if I thought that you would want to give the commencement 
address of the first class. This would be held on May 2nd, which 
happens to be a Saturday evening. As you probably figure, they are 
endeavoring to make quite a bit of the first class that graduates and 
they thought you would be the one to talk to this graduating class. You 
should have this letter before Friday of this week and knowing that you 
have many problems and at the same time are very busy, I will give 
you a buzz sometime Friday to learn what your thoughts are in this 
regard.

After leaving our meeting at i ucal IcOG'e hall yesteraay, I was 
talking to Kerb ^ernecke, while he was .aklng me out to the airport, with 
inference to our Mllwaukee-Chlcago dispatch and from his conversation 
'*Uh me, It appears that there Is some misunderstanding with reference 
to this. I was ux.der th*» Impra.Mon that I made myself yoke clear when 
I Informer, you the outcome of the me -ting that I had with Mr. iJMfa, Mr. 
Frank Fltsalmmons, Mr. Hoy Lane, and Mr. Frank Ranney of the Team¬ 
sters Union, and myself and my brother, Mike, with reference to this 
[Miration. 

If I did not, I should have Informed you that the past history of this 
run waa that the older drivers felt that because of their seniority they 
should be allowed to make turn-and-a-halfe and on occasion two full turns 
| !s one evening so that their week's werk of 48 hours could be accomplished 
tour or five calendar days and, therefore, they would nave a long week¬ 
end. Y >u realise the Milwaukee .doer, which has to do with the operation 
between Milwaukee and Chicago, calls i .r overtime after 48 hours. 1 his 
.naturally would allow in trips before overtime would have to be paid. 

\Unls went along for a period of time and then these older drivers decided 
they 3hould be allowed to jo out every day, which naturally with their tura- 
and-a-half >r two full turns In one evening, would briny them In for con¬ 
siderable overtime. ..hentnla was brought to ray attention, I said we would 
not promUocualy pay overtime ra this run and i x*al 20C then made a case 
of It. 

In my meeting with Mr. h.-fca and the cthor Union t filciais, after 
a thorough discussion of the case, Mr. Hoffa told os the drivers could 
exercise their seniority and go out ee :h day. In otner words, the drivers

go 3 ut according to their seniority eech and every day of tne week, 
which would be naturally a normal six day week but it would not be neces¬ 
sary ior ua to have them make more than the one trip nor would It be 
mandatory upon ua to have the driver make more than the one trip. The 
yuunaer drivers would go out according to their seniority also and if ther- 
ware not enough tripe for all drivers, the younger drivers would not be 
able to gel In their full six trips. If a trip had to be tracts on the seventh 
day, the older drivers according to their seniority would be able to make 
aame and receive overtime pay for the seventh trip on the seventh day. 
You realise that generally speaking we do not operate on the seventh day 
uo that wo-Id be a fairly small probl -m. It was aleo understood that we 
would be abla to hire u sufficient number of drivers on any given lay to 
make the necessary turn arouna tripe* between Milwaukee and Chicago. If 
this Is not the way you are operating this run at the present time, kindly 
ae<- to it that the necessary changes are made so that you do operate It In 
this fashion.

REMARKS 


CHAIRMAN A. A. FOWLER, SR. 

REGULAR COMMON CARRIER CONFERENCE, ATA 
MARCH 30, 1939 

Before the First Class, William Way Memorial 
Driver Training Program, Bedford, Pennsylvania 


.... Those of us who have had something to do with 
setting up this driver training school wanted to meet the 
students, and Charles Johnston, the man who runs the school, 
and Harry Fisher, your driver-trainer. What brings us here 
is Interest in you and your progress in the course of 
study. There isn't any substitute for meeting you face 
to face and getting from you the "feel" of the men entering 
this course of training... 

.... As Chairman of the Regular Common Carrier Conference, 
the sponsoring organization, I would like to give due credit 
to every member of the Conference's Truck Driver Training 
Committee that worked to set up this program. I would like 
to give full credit to the suppliers--The Ford Motor Company, 
and Trailmoblle who have loaned us equipment for this course 
. . .and to GMC Truck & Coach Division, and Goodyear and 
Goodrich and Thermo-King who are supplying necessary equipment. 
Our thanks also go to Transport Indemnity Company. But the 
truth is that anything of this kind requires the work of 
many people, .and it is not possible to give every person the 
recognition he deserves. If any special mention is made, I 
would nominate Mike Murphy, Vice President, Gateway 
Transportation Company, who worked with a strong sub¬ 
committee of men like himself, devoted to the Industry, 
to make this first school possible. 

.... It was Mike Murphy who came into our meetings and told 
the leaders of our motor common carrier industry.... 

"There is a real shortage of trained, available 
over-the-road drivers in many parts of the United 
States. The Industry needs these men. Our 
Conference must provide the means." 

Others agreed with Mr. Murphy, and the Board of Governors 
approved the setting up of the WILLIAM WAY MEMORIAL DRIVER 
TRAINING PROGRAM. Perhaps I should add that the Board is 
composed of Industry men like Mike Murphy all over the 
United States, .and they participate in the Conference in 
order to build a sounder future for this industry in which 
we are all engaged... 



.... The response to this school at Bedford is sufficient 
proof that we will meet with success, and that many similar 
schools will be held in other parts of the United States. 
There is a whale of a need for really well-trained over-the- 
road drivers, .and we do not doubt that companies will 
sponsor students on a continuing basis. The opportunity 
for student and employer is clear. You and your company 
saw it, and accepted. 

.... The one man not here today whose presence I feel as 
clearly as 1 see you is Bill Way.. Three years ago this 
month, Professor William Way, Jr., of the University of 
Tennessee, died of a heart attack. He was 49. The day 
before he had been honored by a surprise appreciation 
dinner by students and alumni from all over the nation. 

.... Young Bill Way drove buses to help pay his way 
through college, then went on to become one of the true 
pioneers in motor carrier education. From the first, 
he attempted "to give the industry what it wants...not 
what we educators think it should have." The rightness of 
his course is proved by the long string of "firsts" 
achieved in building up, and heading, the Department of 
Transportation at the University of Tennessee. 

.... Bill Way was curious about everything that moves. . 
and he not only felt at home behind the wheel of a rig. . 
but he'd stoked furnaces and been a railroad yard master, 
and during the war was manager of the Charleston port of 
embarkation. 

.... It's no secret that Bill Way's love was the motor 
carrier industry. He saw its challenge and the terrific 
need for trained man. He thus combined sound classroom 
teaching with frequent field trips, .as he said. . 

"♦♦♦so that students can see first hand how transportation 
works." The same approach you will find in this course 
of study. 

.... Bill Way started the nation's first pilot educational 
program for training personnel in the management and 
operating phases of tne motor carrier industry. He set up 
the first Motor Transportation In-Service Training Program 
in connection with the Regular Common Carrier Conference. 

.... On Bill Way's death, Chairman R. A. Goodling of our 
Conference said, "I feel the entire trucking industry has 
suffered a very real loss. Prof. William Way, Jr., was 
the pioneer in motor transportation education. 

"Only because of his deep interest were we able to 
develop new educational tools for our employees; he appealed 
to students, awakened their interest, and started something 
very worthwhile."

.... As a memorial to Professor Way, the Conference wishes 
to identify his name with this driver training program 
which embodies the practical approach of Bill Way to a most 
Important aspect of our industry. In Charles Jonnston 
we have the most capable man we have been able to find. 

The training site is in good order; equipment and every¬ 
thing surrounding the school should make for your success. 

.... As you students go about the serious business of 
becoming better trained over-the-road truck drivers, I 
believe it will help you to have in mind not only the 
contribution of Bill Way, but many others, who have made 
this opportunity possible for you. There will come a 
time, for some of you, when you will be able to pass along 
to others the fruits of your work here. And 1 believe 
you will find that experience more satisfying than any 
other...

Ihe trainir*; site at Bedford is made available by Itoyal Transportation 

j\y, a local ccrwon carrier company and Conference member. 

Charles Johnston, vocational consultant, of Hummelstown, Penna., is 
program coordinator. Harry risher, Wilson Freight Forvarding Company, 

Cincinnati, is the driver-trainer or field instructor of students. 

Ihe course combines academic and field work so that the student spends 
half of each instruction day "on the books" and half the day in road work 
of sane kind. IXiring the first three veeks of instruction, training is within 
the site area: later, the trainees take to the hignways. 

Kenneth K. Hauck, Program Manager, said that the full enrollment of 30 
•tuderts was assured two weeks before the March 30 opening. 

"This indicates we may schedule another school in the 3edford area before 
relocating the school in the Akron, Ohio, area which is still planned." 

Hauck said that the training vehicles for the driver-training school have 
been loaimd by various manufacturers on a yearly basis. GriC Truck & Coach 
Division has supplied a diesel tractor and in April will add another. Ford 
Motor Comp ary is supplying two gasoline tractors. Trailmobile has made avail - 
acle a single-axle semi-trailer and a tandem-axle semi-trailer, Goodyear and 
Goodrich are providing the tires. Training vehicles will be operated under 
loads simulating operating conditions in motor freight transportation. 

motor ccmr.on carrier may apply to send a trainee for subsequent 
courses.
